But he is a tough little fellow, and nearly always manages to 
sneak out from under the rubble of battle. 

We are saddened to see Sara suffer another injury here 
and another wound there. It is especially difficult to see this 
happening to Sam in Beirut, where the hospitals are so Full and 
overtaxed these days that it is not at all certain Sam would be 
able to get the emergency treatment he would require to stay j 
alive. Well, we could always put Sam on a Middle East Air-1 
lines plane out of Beirut and fly him to a nice comfortable 1 
hospital in Paris. That’s perhaps what Sam needs, a few weeks | 
in Paris to rest up. 

We're not quite certain of what will happen to him in the | 
end. He’s a tough little fellow', but flesh and blood like all of us. 
The last we heard of Sam was that he was seen wandering 
around in the mountains near Beirut, but people who saw him 
there said he was twitching nervously, as if not totally at ease. 
Well, there is a war going on, and we suppose that when bullets 
fill the air, it is natural to expect some innocent bystanders to 
be injured, perhaps even killed. It wouldn’t surprise us if Sam 
were worried about saving his own skin, because he has made 
quite a few enemies in his days. But it would be a damned 
shame if Sam were to become another casualty of this war in 
Lebanon, because Sam has always been a special sort of person. 
Special people deserve better than to be lumped in with daily 
casualty figures in a conflict that doesn’t make much sense to 
very many people any more. If Sam is marked to be done away 
with, it would be much more fitting for a person of Sam's sta¬ 
ture that he be hanged in public, with drum rolls, trumpets 
blaring and women weeping, with television cameras there to 
record the scene and radio correspondents on the spot to give 
a minute-by-minute description of how Sam spent his last 
minutes on this earth, if, indeed. Sam's demise is at handL 

We are concerned about Sam’s health and his future 
because he is the kind of person we feel is better to have as 
a friend than as an enemy. We think it would be a real shame 
for Sam to leave us for good, especially if he were to end up in 
a Paris hospital. Once he gets to Paris, it will be very difficult 
to bring him back here.

ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


The Jordanian newspapers Th¬ 
ursday were still analysing the 
five-year development plan and 
its conference as a popular and 
appropriate subject of comment. 

Al Rai says the most outstan¬ 
ding point His Highness Crown 
Prince Hassan raised in his press 
conference was’ his reminder, to 
those interested in Jordan’s deve¬ 
lopment "offensive," of the dark 
period that followed the 1967 war, 
then Jordan was facing the que¬ 
stion : "will the country whose 
half has been cut out and who 
succumbed under a heavy political 
onus, be able to survive?" At that 
time, Jordan’s fate was rightly 
to have been questioned, but our 
will for life turned the question 
into : "Will Jordan's nascent ec¬ 
onomy be able to achieve the as¬ 
pired 12 per cent growth rate in 
revenue? Will Jordan be able to 
accommodate an ambitious five- 
year development plan with its 
present deficit in manpower?" 

"We may not achieve this in¬ 
crease; we may not have the suf¬ 
ficient manpower, but surely our 
existence and nationhood now is 
no more a matter for questioning 
... We have finally by-passed the 
stage of the dark days," Al Rai 
boasted. 

Al Dustour thinks Jordan's sec¬ 
ond development conference, wh¬ 
ich wounded up its sessions Wed¬ 
nesday, was a rendezvous in wh¬ 
ich views and experiences of the 
Jordanians who worked out the 
plan interacted with these of an 
elite of world specialists. The 
interaction resulted in the firm 
conviction of the contries of the 
world and Arab and international 
economic funds of the efficacy 
and feasibility of Jordan’s expe¬ 
riment in development. 

The paper says the important 
deduction is the one that repre¬ 
sents the success of the Jordanian 
man in the field of study, resea¬ 
rch, planning and organisation; 
and also in his perseverance and 
mastery of putting the scientific 
mentality into practical action... 

It was all this which the elite 
nj' young men, led by Prince Has- 
san, have proved, until they were 
able to crystallise the developm¬ 
ent plan under the guidance of 
His Majesty King Hussein, the 
paper says. 

Al Shaab says that in his press 
conference on the plan. Prince 
Hassan clarified a number of ba¬ 


sic facts that fully fortified our 
confidence in the ultimate victory 
and success which await our ma¬ 
rch in its new "onset" For deve¬ 
lopment. 

Ai Shaab adds that past expe¬ 
riences in the field of developme¬ 
nt have given Jordan new incen¬ 
tives and new human elements 
to carry on the task of an all-out 
and integrated transformation of 
Jordan’s economic infrastructure. 

The present plan, it says, rests 
of two basic principles : equity 
in opportunities, and justice in 
distribution. This means giving all 
Jordanian talents and proficienc¬ 
ies a chance to share in the deve¬ 
lopment operation, and taking 
care that the ensuing production 
is fairly distributed so that the 
benefits — as Prince Hassan poi¬ 
nted out — would be all-embraci¬ 
ng throughout the Kingdom, in 
town, village and desert... 

Syrian newspaper again edito¬ 
rially tackled the situation in Le¬ 
banon following the entry of the 
Syrian troops to help restore or¬ 
der in the strife-ridden country. 

Al Baath explained the "need 
dictated by the Lebanese circum¬ 
stances to create the Vanguards 
of the Army of Lebanon — the 
national squads which took over 
the responsibility of putting an 
end to the Lebanese dilemma.” 
It says the vanguards” were a 
necessary response to halt the 
political labyrinth which Lebanon 
has been experiencing during the 
past 14 months, and to restore 
to the people of Lebanon thier 
national solidarity... 

Tichrin pointed out the “loca¬ 
lised" nature of the "sedition” 14 
months ago when the Arab mas¬ 
ses hoped it would be quelled 
within a short time. "But.” the 
paper continued, "as time went 
on, the sedition was further and 
further enflamed until it disclosed 
a- major conspiracy aimed not 
only to burn out Lebanon, but 
also to liquidate the Arab stru¬ 
ggle..."

The 
paper regretfully says that each 
time the mediation was met with 
procrastinations prevarications & 
bargaining for the sake of che¬ 
ap personal gains.

You control altitude and attitude 
of the kite by shifting weight on 
the control bar, not “muscling” 
it, but with adroit shifts. Holding 
the kite level is the main idea. 
“You have to be able to handle the 
kite under all conditions and then 
it’s the greatest, most exciting 
sport going;” said John Cassidy, 
a dedicated kite-skier who is a 
member of a ski club in Olathe, 
Kansas. “And that means making 
a smooth take-off, an ability to 
make adept turns, and learning 
to control the kite once you get 
up there.” 

The'height the skier wants to 
go up is governed by the length of 
the towline attached to the boat 
and the speed of the tow-boat 
The longer the rope and the faster 
the speed, the higher the flight 
Most kite skiers are content to 
attain heights of 300 to 400 feet— 
even less sometimes — and to 
stay up a couple of minutes. But 
skilled devotees of tbe sport like 
Robert Dean Smith of Topeka, 
Kansas, have climbed 2,000 feet 
mid higher. 

Smith says the skills required 
in kite-skiing include good condit¬ 
ion, balance and good reflexes. 

As for the danger quotient of 
tbe .sport, it isn’t too high if one 
rigid safety rule is followed, acco¬ 
rding to those who should know: 
Don’t go up in winds of more 
than ten miles an houn,'. 

That explains why the quietude 
of early morning and evening are 
the ideal periods for kite-skiing. 
It can be very trying, and frighte¬ 
ning to attempt to control a kite 



in even a mildly turbulent wind. 
For one thing it can propel you 
off your planned water landing 
into a tree or some other unlikely 
spot Cross winds can really tear 
you up, the experts say. 

Cassidy feels the beginner sho¬ 
uld start out on the simpler, and 
easier-to-handle, flat-wing kite 
and then graduate to the more 
sophisticated Delta Wing. 

If you’re one of those fun-lov¬ 
ing, thrill-loving types who is 
constantly seeking out the differ¬ 
ent in outdoor activities, kite-ski¬ 
ing just might be your speed. 

There is, say those who have 
taken up the sport, nothing like 
the feeling that comes from being 
up above a lake with only the 
sound of wind, in the sails of the 
kite. 

“You hit the release rope from 
the boat and there is absolutely 
nothing powering you,” Cassidy 
declares. You’re like a bird, up 
there flying around on your own. 
You’ve conquered space. It’s the 
most unreal, beautiful feeling I’ve 
ever experienced.”

The 
guards are quick and well discip¬ 
lined. The regular centre has been 
nicknamed Big by American rivals 
after Dave Cowens of the Boston 
Celtics. 

Pros? It all depends on what 
country you come from and what 
rules .you apply. 

Anyway, the Soviet Women’s 
National basketball team looks as 
thought it has been cut out of a 
redwood forest, trained in a Mar¬ 
ine boot camp, and disciplined by 
John Wooden. 

Its recent tour included nine 
straight wins over American te¬ 
ams, with the scores often resem¬ 
bling telephone numbers—like 
124-32 and 153-37. 

The only thing that dwarfed 
the Russians during their Califor¬ 
nia trip was the day they went to 
Disneyland and gazed up at the 
park’s man-made Matterhorn. 

But they also had an edge there, 
because the Matterhorn can't 
jump. And what the Soviets can’t 
do with talent, they do with size. 

This is a team that has played 
together for six years, that is 
professional by American stan¬ 
dards, and will be heavily favou¬ 
red to win the gold medal at the 
Summer Olympics in Montreal. 
Even their bench strength is 
impressive . 

The Russian ministers of sport 
are great imitators. Genefal Mana¬ 
ger Red Auerbach of the Boston 
Celtics says they have more fillms 
of the Celtics during their glory 
years than he has in his office. 

Auerbach wasn’t referring to 
the Soviet women’s team when he 
first said this, but it has obviously 
taken the same basic approach as 
the men’s team. 

The Russians are wonderful at 
breaking down technique, teach¬ 
ing it until it becomes second na¬ 
ture, and then finding the proper 
blend of people who do it best 
Nothing important seems to esc¬ 
ape them. 

They have given a Soviet twist 
to American expertise. Their wo¬ 
men are highly organised and 
have the stamina of marathon 
runners. They make few mistakes 
and nearly always take the good 
percentage shot. 

Their biggest edge, however, is 
in rebounding. They forever seem 
to be getting extra shots at the 


basket. They also 
defence. 

But the Russians are predictable 
They run the same basic plays 
over and again, a characteristic 
they share with the Boston Celtics. 
And thy win for the same reasons 
— because they have about four 
options to every play and because 
they execute so well. 

When Billie Moore, the U.S. 
women's coach, threw a surprise 
full-court press against the Sov¬ 
iets during their game at Cal 
State-FuUerton, it had a telling 
effect. Although is never appea¬ 
red the Russians would lose, they 
won by only four points. 


But the following night, against 
the same U.S. women’s team, the 
Soviets took command early, sw¬ 
ept the backboards, and won 
by 23. 

What the American women ne¬ 
ed, of course, is more time toge¬ 
ther, perhaps some games against 
good men’s teams at the prep 
school level to sharpen their tale¬ 
nts; and more strength on the 
backboards. 

Otheiwise, if these two teams 
meet again at the Olympics in 
Montreal, the American women 
probably will stand no better 
chance of winning than they do 
right now.

Atomic powers meet to halt weapons spread 


LONDON MARKET REPORT 


The market closed slightly below the day’s highs Thursday after 
reversing initial falls, dealers said. At 15.00 the F.T. index was 
up 3.3 at 368.0. 

Government stocks finned after opening lower as sterling streng¬ 
thened slightly, dealers added. Long-dated loans were higher by up 
to 5/8 point, while shorts added up to 3/8. 

Leading industrials were around 2p to 4p higher after some bu¬ 
ying interest was seen. 

In oils, BP fell 3Ip after first quarter results, with other compa¬ 
nies up to 6p easier. Banks were 5p to 7p higher. 


Mining shares moved easier when the gold bullion price failed 
to maintain its opening firmness. Australians were below their best 
for the day. 


Among shares to score net rises of 3p to 5p were Courtauld, 
Glaxo, GKN and Unilever. Beecham was firm with a 9p rise on 
buying interest, dealers added.

LONDON, June 3 <R) — Atomic 
energy officials of the two super 
powers, the United States and 
the Soviet Union, and 10 other 
countries began two-day secret 
talks here today on methods of 
stopping the spread of nuclear 
weapons. 

This conference of suppliers of 
nuclear material and technology 
for peaceful purposes was origi¬ 
nally limited to seven nations — 
the two super powers and Britain, 
Canada, France, West Germany 
and Japan. But today it was joi¬ 
ned by Sweden, Belgium, Holland, 
Italy and East Germany, infor¬ 
med diplomatic sources said. Cz¬ 
echoslovakia and Poland had be¬ 
en expected to attend but did 
not send representatives to the 
meeting. 

The original seven earlier this 
year worked out a common code 
of behaviour for export of nucl¬ 
ear equipment and material for 
peaceful purposes to countries 
not having nuclear weapons. Th¬ 
ese guidelines will ensure that 
atomic industrial exports will not 
lead indirectly to proliferation of 
nuclear aims. 

Western officials are deeply 
concerned that at least 20 states 
might soon possess the equipme¬ 
nt and know-how to develop a 
nuclear explosive capability. They 
want to ensure that this does 
not happen. 

Only half of these states are 
at present parties to the 1968 
East-West nuclear non-proliferati¬ 
on treaty, originally signed by 
the United States, the Soviet Un¬ 
ion and Britain. Over 90 countries 
adhere to it. 

But Western officials pointed 
out that those who possess a nu¬ 
clear reactor have already taken 
the first step to being able to pro¬ 
duce a nuclear weapon. At pre¬ 
sent, however, only the five nu¬ 


clear powers — the U.S.. Soviet 
Union, Britain, France and China 
— possess the plant to enrich 
uranium and plutonium for wea¬ 
pons purposes. 

They said that current nuclear 
programmes could accumulate 
more than one million kilograms 
of plutonium within the next 10 
years. 

The atomic bomb dropped by 
the United States on the Japanese 
city of Nagasaki during the Seco¬ 
nd World War in 1945 was equ¬ 
ivalent to no more than 20 kilo¬ 
grams. 


Britain would also like all civil 
nuclear materials and facilities to 
be brought within a common 
inspection system through the In¬ 
ternational Atomic Energy Age¬ 
ncy (IAEA). 

It thinks that the agency sho¬ 
uld assume responsibility for in¬ 
spection of enrichment and proce¬ 
ssing plants, in addition to its 
present task of safeguarding nu¬ 
clear reactors.

Police identified the student as 
Mr. Hugo Muller, who lives in this 
Amsterdam suburb. 

Detectives said his passport had 
been used by the young; fair-hair¬ 
ed man who was blown to pieces 
when he opened a suitcase for a 
security guard at Tel Aviv airpott 
on May 25. The security guard 
was also killed and nine people 
were injured. 

A police spokesman said they 
traced Mr. Muller after receiving 
photocopies or passport remnants 
from the Israeli police. 

Mr. Muller, under normal Dutch 
legal procedure, has not been for¬ 
mally charged but can be held for 
up to a month without any char¬ 
ge being preferred. 

The spokesman said Mr. Mutter 
told police he had not known he 
had lost his passport until detec¬ 
tives contacted him after the blast. 
He had not used it since last Oc¬ 
tober. 

"We are not at oil satisfied by 
Muller's explanation and we are 
now formally holding him under 
arrest," the spokesman said.

announced here today. 

This brings to 56 the number 
of black guerrillas said to have 
been killed by the Rhodesian && 
curity forces since last Friday 
and to 288 the number of casua¬ 
lties suffered by Zimbabwe nati¬ 
onalists since January this year. 

The-.communique also announ¬ 
ced that two curfew breakers had 
been killed during operations si¬ 
nce Wednesday.

eria is prepared to give direct 
military aid to Rhodesian freedom 
fighters, Nigerian High Comnlis- 
sioner to Kenya Baka Kolo told 
newsmen in Nairobi yesterday. 

The assistance would be given 
if the Organisation of African Un¬ 
ity (OAU) asked for it, Mr. Kolo 
said. 


Today's meeting follows Japan’s 
decision on Tuesday to ratify the 
1968 nuclear non-proliferation tr¬ 
eaty.

His death followed the muxde 
here of two prominent exiled Ui 
uguayan politicians, whose bodie 
were found last week with thoa 
of two other leftwing Uruguayan.* 


The meeting happens to come 
after last week’s announcement 
that South Africa’s first 500 mil¬ 
lion sterling nuclear power stat¬ 
ion would be built by a French 
consortium.
